WHAT  THE  LADIES  ARE  NOW  DOING 
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Parish  Meeting. 
An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  First  Parish  was  held  at 
the  church  last  Monday  evening.  The 
meeting  was  called  to  order  and  the 
tnt  read  by  the  clerk,  Mr.  Caleb 
Lothrop,  and  J.  Q.  A.  Lothrop,  Esq., 
as  chosen  moderator.     The  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected  for  the  ensu- 
ing yean  Clerk,  treasurer  and  collec- 
tor, Caleb  Lothrop;  assessors,  J.  Q. 
A.  Lothrop,  Abraham  H.  Tower  and 
Edw.  E.  Ellms.    The  reports  of  the 
reasurer  and  assessors  were  read  and 
icceptcd.    It  was  voted  that  the  taxes 
be  assessed,  collected  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  in  the  same  manner  as 
year.    Voted,  that  the  matter  of 
appropriation  for  the  support  of  sa- 
cred music  be  referred  to  the  asses- 
rs.    Voted,  that  the  assessors  be 
thoriied  and  instructed  to  cause  to 
made  such  necessary  repairs  to  the 
:eple  of  the  church  as  they  deem 
expedient.    Voted,  that  the  sum  of 
$r,35o  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  cuirent  expenses  of  the  parish. 
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is  deserving  of  the  attention  and 
charity  of  every  citizen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  is  hoped  that  our  citi- 
zens will  respond  liberally  to  this  ap- 
peal for  funds.  Do  not  be  afraid  to 
give  too  much  or  too  little.  Every 
contribution  from  one  cent  to  the 
largest  sums  will  be  thankfully  re- 
ceived. Don't  let  the  citizens  of  Co- 
hasset  be  behind  its  sister  towns  of 
the  state  in  this  matter. 
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The  Bridge  Hearing. 
The  hearing  on  the  peti.ior  of  the 
ic-tmen  of  Cohisset  for  permission 
bridge  Little  Harbor  was  resumed 
before  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Harbors  at  the  State  Housc.last  Tues- 
day. The  remonstrants  set  forth  that 
the  town  had  voted  against  th» 
road  at  its  last  annual  meeting  that 
there  was  now  no  necessity  for  .the 
bridge  and  that  the  petition  should 
therefore  be  dismissed.  Our  select- 
however  did  not  look  at  the  mat- 
ter in  that  light  and  the  committee 
sustained  the  views  of  the  selectmen 
and  decided  that  the  hearing  should 
continue.  The  petitioners  then  called 
two  of  their  witnesses  and  after  hear- 
ing their  evidence  the  committee  de- 
cided to  adjourn  the  hearing  until 
Thursday,  Apr.  16,  and  during  the  in- 
termediate time  to  view  the  premises 
1.  In  regard  to  the  standing  of 
the  opposition  to  the  road  it  may  be 
well  for  our  readers  to  know  that 
during  the  hearing  it  was  extorted 
irom  Mr.  Hyde,  one  of  the  counsel 
for  the  remonstrants,  in  answer  to  a 
direct  question,  that  his  client  was 
"totally  opposed  to  any  road,  of  what- 
ever name,  nature  or  description."

The  Conwell  Lecture. 
An  audience  of  about  zoo  of  our 
tizeni  and  friends  of  our  High 
School  assembled  at  the  Town  Hall, 
last  Thursday  evening  to  listen  to  the 
second  lecture  in  this  town  of  Col 
Russell  H.  Conwell,  the  merits  of 
which  are  easily  expressed  in  the  few 
words,  "the  best  and  most  interesting 
lecture  ever  given  in  Coliasse'.." 
The  tubject,  "Heroism  in  Private 
Life,"  was  a  sequel  to  the  lecture  de- 
livered here  in  the  People's  Course  by 
Col.  Conwell,  on  Jan.  a3,  and  Intro- 
duced the  story  or  romance,  of  Daniel 
Maniu,  the  great  Italian  liberator,  in 
the  study  of  whose  history,  Col.  Con- 
well has  spent  much  lime  and  trouble, 
The  lecture,  although  of  over  two 
hours  duration,  held  the  closest  alien- 
tion  of  tiit  audience  throughout,  the 
ipeaker  by  hi*  plowing  delivery  and 
graphic  word  pictures,  well  demon- 
inghi*  honest  claim  to  the  title 
beaiowed  upon  lilm  by  the  press  of 
the  country,  "The  Picturesque  Preach- 
The  lecture,  which  was  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Cohasset 
High  School,  proved  a  financial  fail- 
ure, a  fact  which  should  not  have 
been,  considering  Its  excellence  and 
the  object  for  which  It  was  given.

Letter  from  Mr.  Everett  Torrcy. 

(Continued  from  isst  woek. 
At  Alexandria  we  visited  tho  palace  of 
Ibe  Khedive,  Pumper's  Pillar  and  other 
plnccs  or  note.  The  scholars  ot  forty  years 
igo  at  Seltnalo  will  recollect  a  description 
if  this  pillar  In  their  school  book*.  It  Is 
v»r  one  bnndred  feet  high,  standing  on  n 
illl  near  the  cemetery  and  overlooking  the 
oity.  The  column  I*  In  one  piece,  67  feet 
long,  nine  feet  In  diameter  at  the  have  and 
eight  toct  at  tbo  top.  It  Is  of  a  rod  colnred 
granite,  quite  as  hard  as  our  Qnincy  and 
highly  polished.  It  was  qnarrled  at  As- 
ouan,  altonc  800  miles  np  the  river  Nile, 
tear  tho  first  calaract,  and  about  two 
uillcs  back  from  the  river.  Our  party  vis- 
ited this  quarry  and  there  found  another 
pleco  quarried  for  a  column  with  a  straight 
split,  but  nut  yet  lifted  from  It*  ho<i.  This 
of  granite  measured  nlnoty-Avo  feet 
hy  ten  tect  square  and  weigh*  nearly 
olghl  hundred  ton*.  The  column  of  Pom 
ir  Is  In  a  good  state  of  prcsorva- 
lon  except  the  moulding  on  one  side  near 
"  ase,  whore  it  bus  crumbled  away  to 
extent,  owing  to  the  great  weight 
it.  As  this  column  I*  known  to  have 
set  in  place  over  1,300  years  ago, 
please  toll  me  If  you  can,  what  means  the 
Egyptians  u»ed  to  quarry,  transport  and 
set  It  in  place?  Its  weight  being  180  tons. 
We  visited  a  temple  at  Edfn,  ubont  one- 
half  mile  back  from  tho  river,  which  has 
iitly  becu  nneurthed  from  the  sand*  of 
desert,  which  bad  covered  it  for  ages. 
It  la  about  I.'jO  feet  high  aud  covers  over 
wo  acres  of  ground;  it  has  a  flat  roof 
aatle  from  mass,  re  stone.  I  measured 
me  stone  upon  tho  roof  which  was  twenty- 
wo  feet  long,  10  fee|;  wide  and  C  feet  thick, 
ts  weight  Is  176  tout,  estimating  12  enhic 
ton.  The  srchltectnre  of  this 
temple  was  very  Hue,  equal  lo  any  of  the 
nc.  All  the  carved  work  wn» 
finely  done,  but  tho  stono  not  as  difficult  to 
is  some  we  have  s*  en  on  those  lm- 
squaro  obelisks  at  Thebes  and  Kar- 
hcre  the  emblems  were  nil  square 
iot  less  titan  two  inches  deep  In  As- 
hard  graultc  which  was  polished  on 
every  side.  Many  people  suppose  the  art 
of  polishing  granite  quite  a  reccut  discov- 
ery, but  these  polished  columns,  and  the 
itiuilreds  ot  sphinx  which  have  been  dng 
'rout  lho  ruins  of  tbo  streets  of  Tbebcs 
uid  Ktirnak  still  rcmnin  In  their  places  un- 
disturbed, being  of  colossal  sito  and  too 

s  removed  have  n  good  finish, 
made  n  close  examination  of  the  workroai 
ship  and  polish  ou  Ibis  granite,  and  It  is  in 
10  way  exceeded  hy  oar  workmen  of  the 
iresont  day.  We  spent  one  week  at  Cairo 
icfore  we  left  for  our  trip  up  tbo  Nil 
'new  hotel"  here  is  very  fine  and  tbo  best 
re  have  seen  south  of  Paris.  Cairo  hsi 
4o0,000  inhabitants  nnd  cujoys  a  large 
traiJo  In  Turkey  aud  India  goods,  the  duty 
being  very  small.  I  have  not  tiroo  In  this 
to  spenk  ot  It*  faiuons  Bazaar  wblcb 
furnishes  nearly  nil  the  territory  of  upper 
Egypt  and  Nnbia.  Tbcro  are  many 
English  residents  here,  and  qnito  a  strong 
garrison  of  English  soldiers.  .We  spent 
day  at  tbo  Pyramids,  located  about 
:n  miles  from  the  city  and  about  oni 
B  beyoud  the  border  of  the  Sahara  o 
Ureal  Desert.  Wo  made  lho  ascent  of  tb 
Pyramid  of  Cheops.  This  one  In  a  group 
f  six  1*  750  feet  squnro  at  base,  35  feet 
qunru  at  top  aud  4*0  feet  high, 
built  from  a  *ofi  brown  atone,  quarried 
about  600  miles  np  the  Nile  lu  blocks, 
varying  in  size  from  two  lo  fifteen  tons 
weight.  The  several  layers  recede  back 
from  one  to  two  feet  and  thus  for 
of  continuous  steps  lo  tbo  top.  These 
steps  are  vory  difficult  to  climb  as  tbey 
vary  from  two  to  ibreo  feot  or  more,  rise. 
Four  strong  men  accustomed  to  tbo  work 
aro  required  lo  assist  each  tourist  lo  make 
the  asceitt  of  the  Pyramid,  for  In  many 
plnccs  be  must  be  lifted  bodily  up  tl 
highest  steps,  having  one  man  take  hold 
tneh  bund  with  two  men  to  lift  behind. 
The  desceut  Is  much  mora  difficult  than 
tbo  asconl;  you  must  not  look  dow, 
ground  for  fear  of  being  faint,  ouly  look 
just  win  to  you  arc  gol  tg  lo  step, 
yon  slart  to  ttimo  down  two  strong  cords 
are  lied  around  your  body  under  y 
arms  wblci  aro  fltmly  held  by  two  mei 
keep  yon  front  fulling,  while  tho  otbor  two 
tako  bold  of  your  bauds,  as  in  the  ascent. 
When  you  gel  to  tho  ground  agttln  you 
naturally  feel  very  thankful  for  your  safe- 
ty. The  doctor  rubs  your  kuccs  and  legs 
seven  times,  lureo  on  the  ascent,  three 
the  descent  and  a  long  final  rub  when 
your  labor  Is  ouded.  Noxt  we  onlor  a  loug 
low  narrow  passage  way  under  tbo  pyra- 
mid, to  find  the  tombs  of  tbo  King*  who 
were  burled  here  thousands  of  years  ago 
As  a  full  description  may  bo  found  lu  youi 
library  books  I  will  not  write  more  about 
them,  but  will  only  sty  from  experience 
that  tbo  tourists  In  Egypt  should  only 
wear  strung  cheap  clotbtug,  (a  brown 
dust  color  preferred)  includlug  under 
slolhlug.  Tbo  clot  lies  should  also  he  qlnte 
loose  to  admit  of  taking  long  steps,  other- 
wise you  will  lose  the  most  of  y 
tons,  If  tint  having  a  worse  disaster  befnll 
yoit  When  going  up  tho  NIlo,  leave  your 
trunk  at  Cairo  and  take  only  a  well  filled 
valise,  not  forgetting  a  Quo  comb, 
were  much  pleased  with  tbo  valley  of  tlio 
Nile  btitnoen  Cairo  aud  Asooit,  237  mile*, 
where  w*  wont  by  rail  to  tako  the  1 
The  valley  bore  varies  from  twelve  tn 
thlrly  miles  wide  and  produces  a  most 
luxuriant  growth  of  cotton,  corn,  whoat, 
rieo,  sugar  cane,  toboooo,  popi>er,  Indigo, 
castor  ltoan,  pappy  plant  "rum  which  opium 
Is  made,  fruit  cactus,  oranges,  olives, 
lcmmis,  figs,  dates,  tamarinds,  bananas, 
mandarins,  ote,  Tbo  trees  are  the  rubber 
and  eOrk  wood,  shade  palm,  date  pall 
and  dome  palm.  This  last  bears  fruit  but 
not  good  to  eat.  Great  pain*  have  boon 
taken  at  Cairo  tti  oultlvale  the  nconola 
true  which  grow*  largo  nud  make, 
simile  for  the  street.  1  never  have 
many  camels,  umles,  donkeys,  cattle,  sheep 
and  goals;  borne*  aro  not  vory  pleuty,  anil 
only  a  few  bogs  aro  raised  a*  Mohamme- 
dan* do  nol  eat  pork  The  birds 
pelican,  ornuo,  dnek  and  -  millions  of 
pigeons,  which  aro  bold  its  a  sacred  bird  lit 
Italy  and  lu  soma  perls  of  Egypt. 

Tim  crops  are  so  arranged  that  nt  Cairo 
the  farmer  gels  fmir  eaoh  year;  til  Alexan- 
dria tliren  anil  up  ibe  Nllr  two  orop*.  Tbo 
sell  1*  said  tn  bo  Ihiriy  fast  deep  anil 
fertiliser  l»  required.  Tba  Inundation  of 
the  Nile  for  altont  four  weeks  In  July 
August  onrloliea  the  soli,  and  a*  there  Is 


ruin  except  porhap*  a  shower  In  Decem- 
ber or  January  the  groat  problem  with  tho 
ti»tlvos  is  how  to  supply  moisture  for  tholr 
crops  when  the  river  Is  low.  Irrigation  is 
done  by  nslng  large  wheels  abont  thirty 
feet  In  ditimeler  wilh  Jars  or  hnoket*  at- 
acbod,  called  a  sakiyob.  This  Is  worked 
hy  oxen  going  round  like  a  home  In  onr 
elder  mill.  It  is  estimated  that  200,000 
u  nnd  100,000  persons  nre  employed  In 
dng  this  waler  which  is  conducted  over 
the  level  lund  hy  means  of  small  ditches. 
Tho  estimate  Is  that  4,500,000  acres  are 
alored  In  ibl*  way.  I  had  nearly  forgot 
sn  lo  mention  tho  Shadoofs  which  employ 
about  100,000  men.  These  bhodoofs  re- 
semble aa  ordlnnry  woll  where  tho  wnter 
Is  drawn  hy  a  swoep.  These  last  men  are 
■early  all  slaves;  they  stand  nearly  In  the 
water,  or  where  It  Is  wet  aud  work  the 
Shadoof  for  four  hours,  when  thoy  are  re- 
lieved hy  olhor  men;  and  thus  tho  wnrk  Is 
constantly  kept  np.  These  men  wear  no 
clothing  except  a  small  strip  of  oloth 
ironud  their  waist,  and  many  do  not  have 
von  this  small  apology  for  a  garmont  I 
bought  at  As«nnan  last  week  a  lady's  dress 
for  which  I  paid  sixty  cent*.  It  consisted 
piece  of  leather  about  one  foot  wide  to 
fasten  around  tbo  waist,  trimmed  with 
bead*,  the  lower  pnrt  being ont  quite 
o  make  n  fringe..  Onr  American  la- 
dle* call  It  a  "Madnm  Nubia."  Tho  Nn- 
voinen  also  wear  ring*  In  their  noso 
and  ear*.  Wo  have  all  had  our  Donkey 
and  Camel  rides,  not  wlthont  some  mis- 
haps such  as  being  thrown,  hy  the  Donkoy 
fulling  down  when  nt  full  speed.  The 
snpply  of  human  skull*  is  quite  equal  to 
the  demand,  and  will  be  tbo  head  of  an 
it  king  If  yon  wnnt  such  a  one.  The 
trade  In  antique  articles  Is  quite  good,  and 
onr  f ut  Austrian  tourist  said  "quite  now." 
Wo  have  drank  nothing  hnt  wlno  as  a 
boventgc  since  we  landed  In  Liverpool, 
bvo  tba*  In  a  measure  mode  np  for 
our  lost  tlmo  at  home.  I  have  nothing  to 
tay  against  the  foreign  missionary  service 
In  this  country.  I  do  not  doubt  they  have 
done  some  good.  We  have  mot  only  ono 
missionary  up  the  Nile,  ho  was  from  Ohio, 
nnd  bis  appearance  did  not  Impress  mo  fa 
Tornbly.  There  ore  sixteen  missionaries 
itntloncd  In  this  valley.  I  judge  tbey 
make  It  their  business  as  nn  easy  means 
procuring  n  living.  My  opinion  Is  that 
soldier,  well  armed,  hasn  more  observable 
Influence  over  tbeso  Mohammedans  with 
their  numerous  wives  and  nnelothod  chil- 
dren, than  any  missionary  woik  that  has 
yet  been  done.  I  have  not  time  to  speak 
of  many  things  that  might  into 
•oders,  hut  will  write  ngaiu  If  I  have  time.

Loso  Islajtd  Farmers. 
I  have  Wn  living  for  the  past  year  In 
the  conntry,  abont  nine  miles  from  the 
great  cities,  Now  York  nnd  Brooklyi 
Jamaica,  Long  Island.     I  am  on: 
rounded  by  Long  Island  farmer*,  who 
make  their  living  by  raising  vegetables, 
fruit,  and  every  kind  of  eatables  possible, 
for  the  Now  York  market.  They 

1  two  horse  truck  wagon*  In  which 
they  carry  the  varlon*  products  of  their 
lane's  to  the  New  York  mark,  t.  Tho  farm- 
ers aro  composed  principally  of  young 
men.  I  suppose  lho  old  men  bavo  made 
their  fortnuc*,  and  retired  from  tho  field. 
Tho  average  market  prices,  I  am  informed, 
have  been  low  tbis  year,  hot  judging  from 
the  immense  quantities  of  "garden  track' 
I  have  seen  day  hy  day  In  transit  to  mar- 
ket, I  conclude  that  It  wn»  a  favorable 
year  for  crops  if  not  for  prices.  In  the 
earlier  port  of  the  season  many  of  the 
farmers  send  their  produce  to  Boston  and 
tho  demaud  in  this  direction  keeps  up 
prices  until  Now  England  begins  to  be 
supplied  from  Nova  Scot  la  and  other 
sources.  From  my  observation  tho  past 
year  I  am  deeply  persuaded  that,  farmei 
have  to  work  bard  for  their  money,  and 
well  earn  all  and  more  than  they  get.

A  great  many  do  not  seem  to  have  a  very 
correct  Idea  of  tho  size  or  immense  area  of 
California.  It  is  770  miles  long,  being 
bounded  Its  entire  length  on  the  west  by 
the  Pacific  Ocean.  IU  greatest  width  is 
830  miles,  nnd  It  contains  188,091  square 
miles,  or  120,017,810  square  acres  of  land. 
Compared  to  other  States  of  the  Union,  It 
Is  tour  times  the  size  of  New  York ;  It  is 
twenty-four  times  as  large  as  Massachu- 
setts ;  It  is  one  hundred  times  as  large  as 
Rhode  Island.  Compared  to  European 
countries  It  is  four-fifths  the  size  of  Aus- 
tria, and  hacks  hnt  a  fraction  of  equaling 
tho  entire  area  of  France.  It  is  nearly  twice 
the  size  of  Italy,  nnd  is  on«-half  times 
greater  than  the  whole  British  Isles  con- 
stituting Grent  Britain.  California  con- 
tains 80,000,000  acres  of  land  united  to  cul- 
tivation and  profitable  agricultural  pur- 
suits. The  population  of  California  in  tSfO 
— tho  census  year— Including  the  Indians 
but  excluding  the  Chinese  and  Japanese, 
was  789.017.  It  now  has  a  mneh  larger 
population.
